Defense Dedicated to Preserve Peace. 


If we are sincere in our expressed 
determination to maintain tranquillity 
at home and peace abroad, we must not 
neglect to lay ouf course in accordance 
with the ascertained facts of life. We 
know that we have come into possession 
of great wealth and high place in the 
world. There is scarcely a civilized 
nation which is not our debtor. We 
are sufficiently acquainted with human 
nature to realize that we are often- 
times the object of envy. Unless we 
maintain sufficient forces to be placed 
at points of peril when they arise, 
thereby avoiding for the most part seri- 
Ous attack, there would be grave 
danger that we should suffer from 
violent outbreaks, so destroying our 
rights and compromising our honor that 
war would become inevitable. It is to 
protect ourselves from such danger that 
we maintain our national defense. 
Under this policy it is perfectly appar- 
ent that our forces are dedicated solely 
to the preservation of peace. 

Although we are well aware that ‘tn 


the immediate past, and perhaps even

Commends friand’s Plan. 


Discussing the world desire for peace, 
Mr. Herrick cited as a noble example 
the message last month of Foreign Min- 
ister Briand, of France, to the Ameri- 
can people, given to the Associated 
Press, declaring that France would be 
willing to undertake an agreement with 
the United States to outlaw war as be- 
tween the two nations.

Our conduct 
will be dictated, not in accordance with 
the will of the strongest, but in ac- 
cordance with the judgments of 
righteousness. It is in accordance with 
this policy that we have sought to dis- 
continue the old practice of competi- 
tion in armaments and cast our influ- 
ence on the side of reasonable limita- 
tions. We wish to discard the element 
of force and compulsion in inter- 
national agreements and conduct and 
rely on reason and law. @ recognize 
that in the present state of the world 
thia is not a vision which will be tm- 
mediately realized, yet little by little, 
step by step, in every practical way, we 
should show our determination to press 
—2 toward this mark of our high call- 
ng. 

Our Government haa recentiy been 
attempting to proceed in accordance 
with these principles in ita relations 
with China, Nicaragua and Mexico, and 
inviting Japan and Great Britain to 

rticipate in a three-power naval lim- 
tation conference. | 

While the foreign relations of this 
country are becoming more and more 
important, and constitute a field to 
Which it will be necessary for our Gov- 
ernment and our people to give much 
more attention than te now realized, 
yet it ja our domestic affaira that must 
alwaye assume the firet rank, Nations 
whieh are torn by dissension and dia- 
cord, which are weak and inefficient at 
home, have little atanding or influence 
aureed. Even the blind do not choose 
the @iind to lead them. Foreign peo- 
plea are certainly going to seek as- 
sletance only from those who have 
demonstrated their capacity to main- 
tain their own affaira efficiently. If 
we desire to be an influence in order 
and law, tranquillity and good will in 
the world, we must be determined to 
make sufficient sacrifices to live by 
these precepts at home, We can be a 
moral force in the world only to the ex. 
tent that we establish morality in our 
own country. 

Memorial Day Broadened. 


This day had its inception in the 
desire to do honor to those who had 
followed the flag in our great domestic 
struggle for the preservation of the 
Union and the supremacy of the Con- 
stitution. Like all principles expressive 
of a great truth, it has gradually 
broadened in its aspects to include 
within its sacred domain all of those 
who have followed our flag. But we 
should never permit this 30th day of 
May to go by without some expression 
of our peculiar debt of gratitude to 
those who offered their lives to their 
country under the leadership of Abra- 
ham Lincoln. When that great conflict 
was ended, when it was apparent that 
our Federal Union was to be perpetual, 
that our Constitution was to be su- 
preme, that all our people were. to be 
free, America spoke with a new author- 
ity in the affairs of the world. 

The questions at issue in those days 
were decided with all the finality which 
can attach to human affairs. Those 
who had taken a leading part in their 
decision were the prominent exponents 
of a policy of reconciliation. Gen. Grant 
plead for “Harmony and good feeling 
between the sections,” while Gen. Lee 
declared “Restoration of peace should 
be the sole object of all.” The people 
of our generation have seen these ad- 
monitions heeded and these hopes 
realized. ° 

The advocates of secession were not 
confined in our history to any one sec- 
tion. They had appeared in the hills 
of Pennsylvania, they had met in con- 
vention in New England, they had 
adopted resolutions in Kentucky, they 


had taken up arms in South Caro- 


lina. That issue has been decided. It 
has no advocates now. But it has left 
its heirs and successors in all the dif- 
ferent brands of sectionalism with their 
special pleaders who are oftentimes 
extremely vocal. In the eyes of our 
National Government all parts of our 
country are equally important and en- 
titled to pe consideration. They are

Parading Klansmen, Attacked 
by Jeering Spectators, End 
March In Tatters.

New York. May 80 (By A. P.).—The 
black shirte of fascism bulked large 
in New York’s Memorial Day. | 

Two men were killed in the morning. 
reputedly by political adversaries, and 
in the afternoon there was a minor riot 
at Times Square when 500 of the 
adherents of Mussolini pursued through 
the streets three. men who had at- 
tacked one of their number. A fascist 
delegation of 200 that nmrarched in the 
Memorial Day parade was guarded by 
police to avert disorder. 

The men killed were Joseph Carisi 
and Nicholas Amoroso. They were on 
their way to join the parade with 20 
comrades when they were attacked. 
Amoroso was shot through the heart 
and Carisi was stabbed to death. 

Police expressed the opinion that the 
assailants had intended to. kill the 
leaders of the fascist group and that 
the bullets were meant especially for 
Giacomo Caldora. president of the 
organization in the Bronx, who escaped 
any injury. 


Door Guard Is Attacked. 


After the parade the Black Shirts 
went to the headquarters of the organi- 
zation to mourn the loss of Carisi and 
Amoroso. One of their number who 
had remained at the street door. 
Michael QGioria, an invalided World 
War veteran, was attacked by three 
men. : 
One of Giora’s hands was partly shot 
off in the war, but with the other he 
laid about him with a whip he was 
carrying and called for help.

Miss Akers and Miss Mooney reported 
that’ three men entered the room in 
which they were sleeping the night of 
March 17 and assaulted them. They 
described the assailants as negroes, but 
said they were unable to identify the 
men due to the darkness. 

Three negroes were arrested for in- 
vestigation after bloodhounds had been 
put on the trail, but two of the men 
were released. A third was held and a 
white mob stormed and stoned the jail 
and city hall in an effort to seize the 
negro. Four or five persons were 
wounded in the ensuing rioting before 
National Guardsmen restored order 
and instituted military rule. The negro 
subsequently was freed.

Another 82,000,000 will permit the 
Red Cross to complete its relief pro- 
gram and start renabilitation of the 


Mississippi flood area, Secretary Hoover 
informed President Coolidge yesterday 
on his return here from that region. 
giving the President an intimate pic- 
ture of the flood situation, Mr. Hoover 
declared his proper expansion of exiat- 
ing credit facilities would permit. the 
States to get on their feet. 

He was of the opinion that the steps 
already taken by the Federal Farm 
Loan Bureau for expansion of its credit 
facilities would go a long way toward 
meeting the problem, but, he warned 
that muck is yet to be done. Another 
@2,000,000 subscription to the Red 
Cross would bring the total of the Na- 
tion’s contributions for relief work 
above $16,000,000. 

Mr. Hoover declined to comment on 
the discussion of the advisability of an 
extra session of Congress to consider 
flood legislation, declaring this was “a 
political issue and I am too busy with 
work to be drawn into that.” The 
Secretary. who has been directing the 
Government's relief and reconstruction 
program, conferred with the President 
at the White House office for more 
than an hour, after Mr. Coolidge's re- 
turn from Memorial Day exercises at 
the Arlington National Cemetery. 


World Population 
Held 1,906,000,000 


Boston, May 30 (By A. P.).—The 
population of the world is estimated at 
1,906,000,000 in a report issued today 
by the World Peace Foundation on the 
basis of figures prepared by the sec- 
retariat of the League of Nations. 

The report. states that of the total 
population approximately 1,580,000,000 
persons occupy territory “within the 
orbit of the league.” Approximately 
17 per cent of the total population, 
according to the report, were nationals 
of states which do not belong to the 
league.

The administration's tax policy for ‘the next 
Congress, outlined by Senator David A. Reed, 
of Pennsylvania, following a call at the White 
House, has much to commend it.
